The fight lor Pension Comarinsioiier 


Black's notlp has commenced in earnest, 
•nd ihe claims ot several applicants have 
been formally laid before the President. 
The Indiana delegation called in a bod; 
and presented ex-Congressman Johnson, 
who w<ii defeated for re-election last 
Noven-ber. His war record, bia sertice 
to the party as a member of the Com- 
mittee on Elections and all hie other 
qualities were folly set forth. He is 
handicapped to a certain extent by the 
fact that he lost neither an arm nor a 
leg, nor can he po«e as a battle scarred 
Ttteran. Nearly all bis competitors for 
the Commissicnerehip have honorable 
Bears to show that they saw active ser- 
vice during the war. The Eoosier 
delegation made a strong appeal for 
their man, but they are bj no means 
confident of success. Corporal Tanner, 
whose principal backing ooiass from 
New York and the G. A. E , generally, 
is backed by the knowing ones as a sure 
winner. He has lost both legs from 
the knee down and his selection, It is 
claimed, would be received with great 
enthusiasm among the soldier element 
throughout the country. Ohio, with its 
characteristic modesty, presents four 
candidates for this office, with ex-Con- 
gressman Brown at their bead. He is a 
one-legged soldier, and his friends claim 
that Ohio will forget her disappoint- 
ment at not getting representation in 
the Cabinet if he is placed at the head 
of the Pension offioo. 
Representative 


McKiuley and several members of the 
Ohio delegation h»ve pot themselves on 
record at the Wbite Honse in his be- 
h<0f. 
lowu presents 
the 
name of 


Private Vtnghu, a one-armed private 
toldier, whose war record and ackuowl- 
edged ability is commended on every 
side. His friends are pushing bis claim 
with great vigor, b'.t it is understood 
th&t they are prepared to compromise 
upon the Deputy Commissionership. 
There are several other other aspirants 
in the field, bat at the- White Honse it 
is ibo ghi uat the race is between the 
four gentlemen named. The President 
hat heard delegations i"> behalf of* each 
of the candid ites, bat ne gar- th m no 
intimation of what bis rieciihn will be. 


W»nU to Be Solicitor General. 


The M chig»n delegation has present- 


ed the name of Henry M. Dnffield, of 
Detroit, for solicitor general, and they 
•re very confident of his appointment. 
Colonel Dnffield has a military iccord 
ami an eminent standing at the bar, and 
was the inanger of General Alger's cai.- 
vass nt the Chicago convection. 
It is 


known that President Harrison desires 
to recognize Alger in some nay by the 
appointment of one of his intimate 
friends, and Duffleld's name was sug- 
gested on that account. President Har- 
xison told the Michigan people that he 
knew Colonel Dnffield, and tbooght very 
well of him, but that there conld be no 
change in the office of solicitor genera 
nntil after the disposition of cer ain 
oases in the {Tailed State* Supreme 
Court. He promises, however, to t be 
the matter under consideration and ask- 
ed the Michigan Senators to call again 
in a few weeks. It is supposed tbat 
Senator Sherman will oppose the con- 
firmation ol Dnffield, in case he is nom- 
inated, for the same reason tbat he ob- 
jected to Alger's appointment iu the 
Cabinet, for Daf&Vld wai tbe active 
niarjHger for tbe Michigan candidate at 
the Chicago convention, and is cbnrgec 
with having distributed his campaign 
funds. It was with Dnffield that Sher- 
man bad some spicy correspondence 
shortly after tbe convention. 


Probably Ministers to London anc 


Brussels will be appointed within a few 
days. For tbe English Mission White- 
law Reid is as good as chosen, and his 
name may go to tbe Senate within a day 
or two. It is expected that the remain- 
ing important miss ons will be left undis- 
turbed nntil April, as thePreg dmtdoes 
not wish to move in haste in this, one ol 
the most important of bis dines, and 
one over which it is now thoroughly 
understood he will exercise close per 
•onal supervision. 


Ex-Governor Porter, who nominated 


Harrison at Chicago, has been appointed 
Minister to Italy. 
OoV. Porter has a 


daughter on whom bis affections have 
centered since Mrs. Porter's death, and 
the daughter is so strongly inclined to- 
ward art, for whiob she has decided tal- 
ent, that the Italian mission was Por- 
ter's own chopping. 


William Walter Pbelps is without 


dnnbt solid for the German mission, 
and is already deeply absorbed in the 
stndy of the Samoan complications, 
preparatory to attending the confer- 
ence with his old friend Bismarck.

POLICY OT THB TBBAM7RY. 


Th» Financial Outlook Under the new 


Republican Regime. 


WASHINGTON, J>. C., 
March 6.— 


[Correspondence New York Ereninj 
Post.]—Well-informed Treasury officers 
do not believe ihat thtre is anything in 
the present financial situation to excite 
apprehension by tbe change of Admin 
intralion. The improbability of an «x 
tra session of Congress affords additiona 
assurance Ihat there need be no altrm 
The absence of an extra session elim 
inates an uncertain feature of the sitoa 
lion and makes tbe outlook simple ani 
more easily predicted. 
The revenue 


question may be considered settled for a 
least ten months; the Treasury Depart 
ment will know what it will have to 
contend with, and 
will undoubted!; 


adapt itself to the condition and meo 
it as ably and as intelligently as pos 
sible. 


THE iCCfflltJLATION CF SCWPLCS. 


The condition, of course, will be ae< 


cumulating revenues and tbe ability o 
the Government to disburse them. Th 
surplus to-day ia $72,997,428 including 
fractional silver and minor coin. Sec 
retary Fuirchild estimates tbat, includ 
ing tbia amount, his successor will have 
about $150,000,000 available for thi 
purchase of bonds between tbe let 01 
March and Jan. 1. The incoming Ad 
ministration stands pledged to the pur- 
chase of bonds with the surplus, anc 
there is no reason to doubt its disposi- 
tion to prevent unnecessary accumula- 
tions in tbe Treasury by such exoendi- 
tures, no matter how high (within reas- 
onable limits, of course) the price o! 
bonds may go. 


GOVERNMENT BONO PCBCHASES. 


The only question'of importance is 


whether the incoming Secretary can bny 
sufficient bonds at reasonable prices. 
Judging from the freedom with which 
4%s have been offered lately it is a fair 
assumption to eay that be can. Ob- 
viously it is to (be interest of holders o: 
4% per cents to surrender their bonds, 
and, in view of their near approach to 
maturity, it is but reasonable to sup- 
pose that the Secretary will encourage 
the buying of these in preference to the 
la. With this prospect it is interesting 
to note that there are now outstanding ol 
Ibis class of bonds ouly $162,000,000 (IB 
against $223,000,000 laf,t April, when 
Secretary Fail-child began Ins purchases. 
Of tbese $65,000,000 are accounted for, 
being held as security for circulation 
and for deposits of public moneys. 
The Secretary has been able to pur- 
chuna about $10,000 QUO of thia olas,s of 
bonds during the last tnontb—in spite 
of the fact that it was the eve ol 
another Administration itvonedly more 
in 
favor 
of 
the 
purchase 
of 


bonds. The 
purchases 
have 
been 


at a rate which has realized only about 
1/iper cent, to the Government. 
The 


bouds conld not go much Ligter, how- 
ever, and make it profitable for the Gov- 
ernment to buy them. If tbe hundred 
millions of i%a outside tbe banks, are 
held chiefly by saving banks, trustees, 
etc., as they are supposed to be, it in 
quite reasonable to suppose that for the 
next five or sis months at least tbe Sec- 
retary can secure as many 4%s as be 
desires to bny, The effect of tbe pref- 
erence shown for 4%s, however, will 
probably be to indue* investors to ex- 
change this class of bonds to 4s, which 
have so mnoh longer to rnu, and this 
may have a noticeable influence in stiff- 
ening the price of the latter. 


fOVT. PEB CENT BOND3 


Should therd be any difficulty, how- 


ever, about securing liberul offers of 4% 
wh ch may bu doubted, tbe Secretary 
will have recourse to the purchase of 4s. 
Of thsae there U outstanding $681,000,- 
000, of which only $133,500,000 is held 
by tbe banks as security for circulation 
and public deposits. Of conrse it is im- 
poeeible to predict to what extent these 
bonds will be offered, but there is ad- 
vantage to the Goverumcr. t iu the fact 
that there are so many outstanding, 
which will make it more difficult to 
"corner" theA shou'd any one atteirpt 
it, atd thereby try 1i di ilata the price 
which the Oovernmi nt ttiall pay. At 
any rate tbere is no renson to doubt the 
Government's willingness to make pretty 
liber 1 disbursements if the needs ol 
tbe financial situation should threaten it. 
A fact to be taken into consideration in 
connection with future bond purchases*, 
is that of the $157,000,000 of bonds now 
held by National banks as security for 
circulation and deposits of public money 
about $91,000,000 cannot be obtained 
by the Government, this ninouut being 
necessary for the banks to hold in order 
to continue their existence BH National 
banks. 


WITHDBAWAL OP DEPOSITS. 


One of the first acts of the incoming 


Administration will probably be tc 
withdraw a part of thu money now in 
public depositories. It is hard to see 
bow, in view ot the ante-election utter- 
ances of both the Fresidtul-elect and 
bis leading party associates, the next 
Secretary of the Treasury can do other- 
wise than withdraw these luuds. This, 
Rtep can ba taken, however, without 
causing any shook. Secretary Fair- 
chlid estimates tbat U could easily be 
done within two months. The amount 
n the public depositories now is about, 
(48,000,000. U will be neo«ss»ry 


the judgment of Senator Allison and 
other* to maintain a depository balance 
of from $20,000,000 to $30,000,000, so 
that the withdrawal would only affect 
$20,000.000 or $25,000,000. Th» with 
drawel, moreover, would set free jant 
eo runny more bonds. 


Secretary Fairchild 
has expended 


since April 17 last over $140,000,000 for 
bonds. Secretary Wiodorn may have 
to pay more for those which be buys, 
but tbere iii uo reason to apprehend 
that be will have to pay exorbitant 
prises for what is necessary to buy. 


CONTINtMNCU CV FltESENT METHODS. 
As to the method of purchasing which 


tho new Secretary will ml opt, it la be- 
lieved that he mil continue, for a time 
at least, the method inaugurated by 
Secretary Fail child. This has given 
Buch excellent lOMiltg that lusra Sfuma 
to be no reason fur departing from it. 
Ceitainly nothing would bo gainful b) 
naming n certain prtoo at which boiulu 
would lie accepted, nnd u failure to 
secure offers would in tbat cnte "'in- 
bmass the- Secret ray in hli future 
operation", Neither would Roorot pur- 
chases by oonti'nct with private parties 
be advisable or popular in Ibo .prenent 
emergency.
